A Belgrade correspondent writes: — 
"Among tho pationts iu tho English hos- 
pital hero is a llussian soldier whoso 
entire lower jaw and chin have been- 
curMe'a away by a'fragwent of eholl. Ho 
partakes of nothing but liquid nourish- 
ment, but appear in capital spirit?, and 
u in u. sos all visitors to his wurd by his 
grotesque antics while perambulating 
around tho room. Ho smokes his cigar- 
ette by inserting it in ouo of his nostrils. 
I believe: JJr. Altwood contemplates tak- 
ing him to England and trying to con- 
struct an artificial jaw of silver, and af- 
terwards covering it by a flap taken up 
from tho chest. 

Tho vicar of a populous parish in the 
north of London, has hit upon an iugoni- 
oas method of overcoming the muuh-vei- 
ed burials question.

A shocking tragedy has beon porpetrat- 
od at No. 99 Stanluy stroot, St. George's 
road, London. For somo time past a 
young man about twenty-six years of ago, 
named Frederick Treadaway, who ia by 
trade a hosior, has boon paying his ad- 
dresses to Caroline Stevens, a niece of 
Mr. William Collins, builder, a man far 
advanced in years. It is not yet apparent 
whother his intentions as a suitor woro 
approved of by Mr. Collins, but at any 
rate ho was invitod to dino at the honso, 
. and after dinner ho wished to see Mr. 
Collins privately in relation te tho young 
woman who resided wit h other mombers 
of tho family at Pr.ddington. Mrs. Col- 
lins quittod tho room at tho request of 
Treadaway, and left tho deceased and tlio 
murderer together. Some short time af- 
terwards sho hoard aloud report of a pis 
tol, and on rushing into tho room was 
oonfrouted by TvoudawaY, who knocked 
her sonsekiSB without faying a word. Ho 
soizod her by tho throat, drugged her to 
tho area door, and thon with his hands 
tightly clonched on hor neck, knockod 
her head against tho paving stanes till 
■ blood Bpurtod from her ears and eyes 
from tho violence used. The report of 
the pistol alnrmod ono or two of tho 
ijassors-by, and a gentleman named 
iMoffat, who wbb intimately acquainted 
with tho dooeased, was informed of what 
had takon place, and, hcoing a man loavo 
tbe houso in the direction of Lupus 
Btreot, guvo chase through poveral of the 
stro-jts, but at length lost sight of him. 
Meanwhile tho house had been ontored, 
and tlio poor woman was found in a statu 
of completo oxhauslion, and incapablo of 
uttorauce. Tho polico arming, tho 
broukfast-room was entered, and Mr. 
Collins was found lying on the floor in a 
pool of blood. Examination showed 
that doath had boon untuiitiineous, for a 
bullet had penetrated by tho side of tho 
left oyo just bolow tho brow, and takinga 
diagonal direotion through the brain, 
came out at tho base of tno Bkull behiud 
the right ear. Folico oflioers scoured the 
neighbourhood in search of tho murdoror, 
but without avail. Tho family imagined 



that the conversation between tho murd- 
erer and his victim related to tho matri- 
monial prospects of tho young woman, 
and that Treadaway was displeased at 
what was communicated by her uncle. 
It is supposed, in sure quarters, however, 
that tho motivo of tho cr'imo was robbery. 
Troadaway ha3 been ,in a very impe- 
cunious stato lately, and has attempted to 
borrow monoy. Mr. Collins was a man 
of considerable wealth, and never banked 
his monoy, but secreted it iu the house.

TEE~AIITIFICIAL STONE BUSINESS. 

"Wo fear that, wliatovor rt^y be the In- 
trinsic value of the Lookers' etono ioven- 
tiou, those in this Province who invest 
cd in it nro doomed to the loss of at least 
a portion of their money. The sale of 
loDg-timo notos at.a ruinous rate of dis- 
count, and the abrupt departure of 
Mossrs.Thorp and Leathers from tho Pro- 
vince are not tho acts of men who had a 
bona fide scheme to float. As to tho value 
of the patent itself, wo are not competent 
to judge. All that we know ia that the 
inventor and agont came here Supported 
by tho gold medal of tho Oregon State 
Fair, by the certificates of numerous 
citizens of Portland who claimed to have 
submitted their stone to a thonngh and 
oon vinoing test, and by tho good opinion 
of the press of California, of Iowa, Ore- 
gon and Washington Territory. When 
they landed bore ttioy were regarded with 
u certain amount of distrust by many 
porsona amongst us. They prosuuted 
their credentials to Mr. Amor DoCoamos, 
editor of the Standard nowspaper.who, af- 
ter an examination of them, published an 
editorial on tho morning of November 
18th endorsing both the stone and invon 
tor in the following emphatic and unquali 
fled language: 



"Mr. Leathers coines to Victoria with the 
hiyliest recommendations as a gentleman of 
respectability and responsibility, and we can 
therefore cordially recommend him to the 
attention of our citizens." 

The object of tho visit of tho stono men 
to this plaoe was well understood. They 
stated that they oomo to dispoao of their 
patont-xight to a joint-stock company. At 
the date tho article appeared in our con 
temporary endorsing Mr. Leathers so 
strongly, no step had beon uUon to I 
a company. Not a single Victorian had 
then "risen to tho fly." But soon there- 
after tho nucleus of a company was form- 
ad, a» tho articles of association will show 
any one who may wish to consult them. 
For publishing the editorial from which 
the ab.'ivo is an extract, the Standard sent 
iu a bill (which has beon preserved) and 
the bill was paid by Liathers and Thorp. On 
tho 16th of December, still be/ore a com- 
pany had been found, the Standard pub- 
lished another editorial in which it had 
the audacity to attack tho Government 
foi not adopting the artificial stono for 
tho drydook (thick of that, reader !) and 
declared that the sidewalk in front of Ru- 
dolph's was a sufficient test uf tho excel- 
lent adaptation of the stone to the dookll 
That article was also paid for. Our con- 
temporary says that The Colonist was 
paid from S150 to §200 for every article 
that appeared in its columns respecting 
the stone. Ho doos us unintentional 
honor. Wo are not vain enough to bi'- 
liava that the public would consider any 
articlo that might appear in these columns 
worth half tho- money. Certainly, our 
contemporary's articles on stone realized 
scarcely a tenth of tho Jattor aims, 
which " he is said to have pocketed 
and considered himself well paid. About 
this time a committee w»» appointed to 
view tho making of some of the stone. 
To witness the process of manufacture 
Mr. Dftvies • invited Mr, DoCosmos, edi- 
tor of the Standard, who replied that ho 
"would not come unless he was paid!" Tho 
committee made a lengthy report, which 
was published for more than a wook in 
The Colonist as au advertisement and 
paid for as such, and was douiod tho 
Standard, although applied for by it 
Prom that moment rago and jaolousy took 
possession of tho LeUosmoniau heart. 
But still he held his peace until the Vic- 
torians wero "hooked, landod and in the 
basket,' 1 and then ho oponed tho vials of 
his wrath und told us what lie know about 
artificial stone — declaring the invention 
to bo worthloss, and its inventor — who a 
month or so before he had endorsed as a 
respectable and responsible gentlomnn 
worthy of overy confidence — "a fellow', 
and "a fraud." Horo wo have tho pa 
triot, as described by himself yesterday 
morning, approving of the scheme before 
it was floated and condemning it after 
it was floated. Against this inconsistency 
we protested editorially at the time; and 
showed as clearly as we could that tho 
persons who would be damaged were the 
purchasers of the patent, not tho .sellers; 
that tho time lor tho Standard to haVe 
soundod tho alai-ai was when tho patent 
was for sale, not wton it had been sold. 
Our contemporary professes now to have 
known all tbo time that Uio affuir was a 
Hwindle. How, then, did he dnro to re- 
commend Mr. Leathers as a 'gentleman 
worthy of public confidence," aiul recom- 
mend tho Government to adopt the stono 
for tho drydook, if be know the stona to 
be u swindle V Again, tho silly boast 
that he could not bo bought for gold can 
bo disposed of by a resident of Victoria, 
to whom one of tho ".Smith Family', 1 of- 
fered to "let up on tho stono for twenty - 
ilvo dollars." The twonty-livo dollars wan 
paid him, but when tho party paying it 
asked for a receipt ho declined to give it 
(as it might bo used] and ho was forced 
to return tho money, which he did very 
reluctantly. This interesting scene took 
placo at tho Standard oflico less than a 
fortnight ago! 

And thoso men preach of honesty and 
babble about tho largo sums Tub Colo- 
nist received for advocating tho sohonio. 
Tiik Colonist received nothing except 
lor legitimate advertising, and that at 
regular rates. Tho Standard received pay 
for writing and publishing editorials en- 
dorsing Mr. Leathers as a gentleman and 
worthy of public confidence. Tho bills 
and receipt* of tho Standard aro in town 
nnd can bo produood if desired. It is 
very much to bo regretted that tho stono 
men succeeded in floatiug their schome; 
but it is more to bo regretted that a man 
who, in addition to occupying Unrespon- 
sible position of editor of a daily news- 
paper publisbod in our midst, is a mem- 
ber of Parliament, should have been in 
possession (as ho now says) of positive 
information that tho stono wan a "fraud" 
and its inventor a "fellow," at tho very 
tinio that, bo endorsed him and his stono 
as in ovorv way worthy of public confi- 
dence. How forcibly this man's prolos- 
tvtioiis of honesty remind us of one of 
Shakespeare's rogues who is described ai 
"like a villain with n smiling faeo-^ 
goodly apple, rotten s.t tho oore!" 



It is generally understood that tho 
route of tho railway will follow through 
British Columbia is under serious consi- 
deration at Ottawa, and that should a de- 
cision bo arrived at during tho present 
winter that that decision will bo in favor 
of Bute Inlet as tho western terminus. 
Should a decision be delayed; or, rather, 
should another season bo required for 
survoying purposes, tho parties will bo 
put on tho Frasor River route in the 
spring with instructions to looato from 
Burrard Inlet to Teto Jaune Cache. It is 
olaimpd that a . shorter lino may be ob- 
tained by following the North Thompson 
aud Fraser River than by any other avail- 
able route; but if that claim bo conceded, 
there still remains tho formidable obsta- 
cle to tho selection of that route that Bri- 
tish commerce in tho Province must al- 
ways pass beneath tho guns of San Juan 
and other American islands. Had the 
disputed group fallen to Great Britain 
doubtless Burrard Inlet would have been 
selected as tho western terminus: but 
with those islands in tho lands of tho 
Americans, tho terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway must bo either at Barclay 
Sound or Esquiunvlt. Mr. Lapgevin, in 
peecli on the Pacific Railway iu tl 



Commons last Spring, was very decided 
iu tho expression of his viows as to tho 
proper route through British Columbia. 
Mr. Langevin having visited tho Province 
iu his former oflicial capacity as Minister 
of Public Works, bis words aro entitled 
to weight. He said: 

"If tuero was a war with America our I self a strong advocate of 
vossols could not reach Burrard Inlet 



extent of the lands to be reolaimed, the 
expenditure necessary to reclaim them, 
their value when reolaimed, aud the par- 
ticular nature of Government aid requir- 
ed. It will be snflieient at this writing to 
notice the last-mentioned feature which, 
I foar, ia generally uiisundorstood in 
editorials and correspondence on tho sub- 
ject. It aeoms to bo customary to regard 
the work as exclusively Governmental, as 
it tho whole expense of construction, woro 
to bo paid out of tho Provincial Treasury, 
thus placing it on the samo footing with 
the trunk road, and other purely public 
works. Such is by no moans tho idea of 
those immediately concern) d in the pro- 
jected schome. The settlers undoubtedly 
aro not able to undertake any such •ehomo 
without Government aid, aud the aid re- 
quired is Government credit in securing 
tho necessary funds, and the cost to be a 
lien on tho lands reclaimed. The settlors 
have alroady ottered to bind thomselvo* to 
commence paying interest and a sufficient 
amount of the principal annually as 6oon 
as the dyke shall be completed and to pay 
off all their portion of tho expense in 
fifteen years. As a considerable portion 
of tho land to bo reclaimed is Crown land, 
which could easily bo sold, aftor being re- 
claimed, at a prico considerably above tho 
actual cost of reclaiming, and would bo 
purchased or preempted now by actual 
seftlfirii if they had a guarantee they would 
bo reclaimed within two years, it 
o'.oarly demonstrated that tho Government 
will not bo "out" ono cent in tho end, but 
will bo benefitted by having a thriving 
population producing tho staple artiolei 
of food, which aro being continually im- 
ported from abroad and aro the prinoipal 
means of keeping tho country in a state of 
poverty. In conclusion, I subscribe my-

THE SILVER GLUT. 

Everyone continues to cry out against 
tho silver nuisance; but no one seems dis- 
posed to iquoeze the life out of it. It is 
anything but pleasant for tho retailer to 
bavo to soil his goods for siivor at par, 
nnd to havo to pay for them in siivor at 
five per cent, discount. Most retail mer- 
cantile transactions in thoso argentiferous 
times aro in ■ilver, while goods are sold 
at gold rates. This ia an anomaly that 
should not ba suffered to oxist for any

without serious injury being inflicted on 
tho commercial interosti of the Province. 
If retailers and the working classes could 
agree to receive silver only at tho rates at 
which tho Bank will take it, the difficulty 
would soon be overcome. If every cus- 
tomer who purchased two dollars' worth 
of goods nnd offered to pay for it in 
silver hod to put down ten cents to uieot 
tho discount, there would soon be un end 
to the silver glut, and gold coin would 
again be seen as frequently as heard of. 
There would arise, perhaps, another difli- 
ouliy— a shortness of small change; which 
might bo met, however, by tho introduc- 
tion of Dominion SI and $2 notes. These 
notos are redeemable in gold at the Hav- 
ings Bank, puss at pur everywhere 
throughout tho Province, and aro rated 
higher th»n greenbacks on tho American 
sida by brokers. There is overy prospect 
that the rate of discount on silver will be 
advanced vary shortly to soven per cent., 
and the sooner mercantile men move in 
tho matter the loss they will ho likely to 
loso.

But 
ire want to know dri tho Government in- 
tend to let thing* rip or fear to do what 
they ought to do. It is amat'er of indiff- 
erence to us, and to tho men who want em- 
ployment, or to citizens who would bo 
benefited by tho circulation of so much 
money, whether the drydock is built with 
rock or artificial stone, exeept in this par- 
ticular, that ull of us would bo interested 
in having tho best and cheapest material 
for tho building of the dock. As the work 
has to be done, now is tho time to do it. 
Give minors r. chance to make tv fltake to 
go back to Cassiar next Spring. Popula- 
tion is wealth. Do not let tho miners leave 
t^te Province. If they leave, tho result 
may be a greater loss to tho Province 
than to the miners.
